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About the best than can be said for the 
price-wage control bill on which Congress 
completed action yesterday is that it is 
better than nothing. 


President Truman will sign it, reluc- 
tantly, only because the present law 
expires at midnight and a veto would leave 
the country without controls of any sort. 


Congress gravely weakened even the 
present law when the need is for a stronger 
measure which would permit effective 
action to hold down prices. There likely 
will be as many price increases under the 
new law as rollbacks. Failure to provide 
beef slaughtering quotas and federal licens- 
ing of slaughterers strikes at the very heart 
of the entire control program. Absence 
of such provisions during the last war 
was largely responsible for the flourish- 
ing black markets that developed in beef. 


Workable meat price controls are neces- 
sary because meat accounts for 15 per cent 
of the average family’s food budget. Con- 


gress is likely to hear more about its fail- 
ures from irate housewives. 

The new controls bill is the product of 
an illusion in Congress that the present 
easing of inflationary pressures is perma- 
nent. Actually, mobilization spending is 
just beginning in earnest. It will begin a 
sharp rise in late winter and in another 
year military spending wil] rise to the 
rate of $60,000,000,000 annually. That is 
roughly 20 per cent of the total productive 
capacity of the nation. , 

Shortages in some critical lines already 
are beginning to develop. They will get 
worse. | 

The hope is that the Congress will in 
coming weeks see the error of succumb- 
ing to the intense pressures generated by 
lobbyists: for the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the Farm Bureau and 
other organizations and strengthen con- 
trols through separate bills. Otherwise, 
the voters will hold present members of 
Congress responsible. 


Atlanta Baseball Fans Are Happy Again 


We share the jubilation of Atlanta base- 
ball fans at the reinstatement of Cracker 
Manager Dixie Walker. 

Though Minor League President George 
M. Trautman’s wise ruling may not be a 
complete vindication of Dixie, it was almost 
so, and it certainly is a slap at Charlie 
Hurth, Southern Association president, 
whose 90-day suspension of the Atlanta 
manager was one of the toughest in the 
history of the league. 

Mr. Trautman said Mr. Hurth miscon- 
strued the rules in imposing the drastic 
penalty. It is generally believed, and there 
is evidence it is true, that the Southern 
Association president allowed his personal 
feelings. to enter the matter. His myste- 
rious telephone calls for “advice” were 
revealed, but he would not say to whom 
he talked. 


The ruling adds weight to the conten- 
tion Mr. Hurth handled the situation badly. 
It does not add to his stature as president 
of the Southern Association. 

That the forfeited game will be played 
over from the occurrence of the disputed 
play in the eighth inning also is a repri- 
mand for Umpire Paul Roy, who lost con- 
trol of the game and failed to exercise his 
authority in accordance with the rules. 

Hughes Spalding, after a lifetime of 
successful practice of law for distinguished 
clients, suddenly found himself really and 
truly famous for his astute conduct at the 
hearings. Fame was a little late crown- 
ing his brow with laurel—but, as they say, 
better late than never. 

Atlanta fans are happy over the out- 
come. They only hope it will provide a 
needed stimulant for the Crackers. 


Sec. Pace Acted in the Public Interest 


Secretary of the Army Frank Pace 
moved with commendable speed to dismiss 
and reprimand Brig. Gen. David J. Craw- 
ford as commander of the Detroit Tank 
Arsenal after it was found the general 
had accepted favors from contracting 
companies. 

General Crawford admitted he had 
accepted a free Washington hotel suite 
and the gift of a boat keel from firms doing 
business with the arsenal, and that he had 
used government materials in building 
pleasure boats and transported personal 
property at government expense. 


Obviously, such conduct does not meet 


the standards required of a military offi- 


cer and a public servant. 


It is hoped Secretary Pace’s swift and 
firm action will be followed in other de- 
partments of the government. Continuing 
disclosures of questionable practices by 
those in high positions of trust have gravely 
disturbed the people. Confidence can be 
restored by uncompromising action against 
the offenders. 


Secretary Pace has acted in the public 
interest. 


“Abolish the Fulton Coroner’s Office

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We endorse the proposal by the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters that the office of 
Fulton County Coroner be abolished ‘and 
his duties turned over to the county crime 
laboratory. 


Aside from the needless increase in the 
cost of operating the office, the coroner is 
an anachronism in this day and age. 


The law does not require the coroner 
to be possessed of any special qualifica- 
tions. Yet, he is charged with investigating 
deaths which occur violently or without 
witnesses. He may order autopsies and 
impanel a coroner’s jury when he believes 
circumstances warrant it. 


The uselessness of the coroner’s office 
is further revealéd by the fact that the 
Fulton coroner has found it necessary to 
employ a coroner’s physician at a cost of 
$3,780 a year. 


It is obvious that the crime laboratory, 
with its staff of experts, could better per- 


»form the coroner’s duties and at far less 


expense to the county. : 

The League cited figures showing the 
expense of the coroner’s office jumped 
from $10,289 in 1945 to more than $24,000 
in 1950—an increase of 140 percent. In the 
past ten years the cost has increased about 
300 percent. 

Most progressive communities long since 
have abolished the coroner’s post. It is an 
archaic public office that has come down 
to us through the centuries. BH survives 
only in localities where the people have 
not realized. the duties can be performed 
more efficiently by a medical examiner or 
an agency such as Fulton’s crime labora- 
tory. 

The League is to be commended for 
bringing to public attention the folly of 
clinging to the county coroner. Now let 
our legislators offer a constitutional amend- 
ment at the next session of the General 
Assembly to abolish the office and trans- 
fer its functions to the crime laboratory.

Ethics Code Must 
Be All-Inclusive 


Editor’s Note: M. L. St. John is on vaca- 

tion. Guest columnists, some of Georgia’s 

: 43 outstanding legislators, are discussing wheth- 

er the General Assembly needs a code of ethics. Sen. F. Ever- 
ett Williams of Statesboro is today’s guest. 


Reading newspaper reports and listening to our radio com- 
mentators daily, one easily recognizes an awakening and a new- 
found interest in government on the part of the average citizen. 
To me this indicates a better-governed people in the future, for 
an informed electorate is the best guardian that our democratic 
way of life can have. 

No government, state or national, is any stronger or any weaker 
than its citizens, consequently with.this new interest coming from 
the farm, from the cross-roads store, from the factory, from the 
towns and from the cities, it naturally follows that our elected 
officials will govern themselves largely*by the thinking coming 
from this cross section of our people. ° 

This new interest in government has caused much talk and 
speculation concerning the need for a code of ethics in govern- 
ment, both in Washington and in the various states. 

We, in Georgia, ask ourselves the question, do we need such a 
code of ethics in the General Assembly of Georgia? 

My answer is that we do need such a code. However, I qualify 
my answer by saying that such a code applied only to the General 
Assembly and not to the voting public would be of little value. 
A system of rules and regulations governing the political phi- 
losophy of the legislators should certainly be enlarged to include 
the constituents of these lawmakers. 


ae , I say this because in too many instances 
Guiding Factor the desires of his constituents for certain 
favors cause the legislator \to feel that he must vote against the 
best interest of his state and against his own convictions. Too 
many times to obtain this favor that will satisfy his local voters 
the legislator must compromise his own soul. 

Again it should be emphasized that a code of ethics should 
be just as applicable to the vcter as to the public official. 

Then, too, such a code could and should be applied, not only 
to the elected officials of this state, but to ALL the political sub- 
divisions within the state. I feel very strongly that all of our 
counties should be willing and glad to share their responsibility 
equally with all other counties in proportion to their ability to 
do so. Each of us as a citizen or as a county of Georgia has a 
very definite responsibility to carry our proportionate part of the 
tax burden of our state, and if we do not do so, it means that some- 
one else will have to do it for us. 

Is that right? I do not think so, and if we can bring our code 
of ethics over into our counties this condition will not exist. Is 
it not right that each of us in our own towns and counties should 
be willing to help build better schools, help improve and maintain 
our streets and roads, help in every way to fulfill the local respon- 
sibilities that are justly ours? 


: Further, the constitutional officers of our 
State Officers state should also be brought under the pro- 
posed code of ethics, they should recognize the duly constituted 
authority of the legislative branch of our state government, and 
should not subject it to undue pressure. Nor should they place 
interpretations on its acts contrary to the intent of the act as has 
been recently done with one of the welfare bills passed by the 
recent session of the General Assembly. 

The groundswell of public interest in government in Georgia 
makes a code of ethics for the state a much-discussed topic at this 
time. For such a code to be a success it must be émphasized again 
that it must be all inclusive. It must include the administrative 
officials and department heads of our state government, the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, county and city officials and, finally, 
the voters of the entire state. A workable and successful code will 
be assured when these groups together decide that they want one.

WASHINGTON—Ben Franklin was a wise and witty philosopher, a sage for. 


the ages. 


His spry sense of humor, as we know, often eased tense situations 


among diplomats and statesmen of his day, notably—for it was a notable occa- 
sion—during the long. deliberations of the founding fathers in the 1787 conven- 


tion that drafted the Constitution of the United States. 
since history only repeats itself. 


He can do that today, 
So it is appropriate to bring him back across 


the years and stand him up before us in a widely publicized wrangle of this time—namely, the dis- 


but also because it has become the subject of 
long-winded discussions among many not directly 
involved as to the best way to pick judges. 

Ben Franklin had some observations that are 
pertinent and as. fresh as today’s newspapers 
because of Senator Douglas’ poll of lawyers in 
preparing his case against the President. We 
go back to June 5, 1787, when the gentlemen 
of the convention were discussing methods for 
choosing federal judges—or “national” judges, as 
they were then called. 

We will rely upon the “notes” of James Madi- 
son, that gifted reporter with the poker-faced 
style, as follows: 

“Dr. Franklin observed that two methods of 
choosing the judges has been mentioned, to wit, 
by the legislature and by the executive. He 
wished such other methods to be suggested as 
might occur to oti.er gentlemen, it being a part 
of government. He would mention qne which 
he understood was practiced in Scotland. 


“He then in a brief and entertaining man- 
ner stated the Scottish mode, in which the 
nominations proceeded from the lawyers, 
who always selected the ablest of the pro- 
fession in order te get rid of him and share 
the practice among themselves. It was, he 
said, to the interest of the electors to make 
the best choice, which should always be the 
case, if possible.” 


One would not dare venture whether the mo- 
tives of our lawyers today would be those attrib- 
uted to the Scottish fraternity in Ben Franklin’s 
day. In fact, only one lawyer was involved in 
the two disputed cases, Senator Douglas having 
proposed a barrister for one of the ib 9 
vacancies for which the President a 4 
state circuit court judge. Both the Truman and 
Douglas selections for the other vacancy were 
judges in city courts. For a third vacancy the 
President and the senator agreed, both favoring

The procedure, if agreed on in ad- 
vance, would have saved a lot of trouble. But

Shopper Lines 


The Atlanta Transit Company | 
has petitioned City Council for 
permission to convert the “shop-' 
pers’ special” service from gaso-| 
line busses to trackless trolleys, | 
Jackson P. Dick, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the transit 
company, announced Monday. 

Dick said trackless trolleys.
